AMONG  the  many  defeats  which  have  been  pointed^  ! 
out  in  the  federal  conilitution  by  its  antifederal  enemies,  it  ■ 
is  much  to  be  lamented  that  no  perfon  has  tak'.n  notice  of  | 
its  total  filtnce  noon  the  fubjedb  of  an  Oilice  of  the  utmoft 
importance  to  the  welfare  of  the  United  States,  that  is,  an  >l 
ojjlce  for  promoting  and  preferving  perpetual  peace  in  our 
country. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  no  objetlion  will  be  made  to  the 
edublifliment  of  fuch  an  oIFice,  wiiile  we  arc  engaged  in  a 
war  with  the  Indians,  for  as  the  IVar^Office  of  the  United 
States  vras  eflabllfhed  in  the  (me  of  peace,  it  is  equally  rea- 
fonable  that  a  Pcace-OJjice  Ihould  be  efiabllfhed  in  the 
time  of  ni^ar,  ,  «

AbflraB  from  the  fpeech  of  JViliimji  P  ’llfy  efq*  on  the  motion  for 
the  Abolition  of  ihe  Sla^e-Prade, 

THERE  arc  very  few  of  thofe  wiio  have  fooken  tiiis  y 
night,  who  have  not  thought  it  their  duty  to  dedi'Te  their 
full  and  entire  concurrence  witli  my  honorable  iriend  in 
promoting  the  abolition  of  the  have-trade,  as  their  ulti¬ 
mate  objei^b  ;  however  vve  may  dijTcr  as  to  tlie  time  and  | 
manner  of  it,  ^ve  are  agreed  in  the  abolition  itfcif ;  and  my 
honorable  friends  hav'c  expreffed  their  agreement  in  this  ;; 
fentiment  with  that  fenfibiiity  upon  tlie  fubjedf,  which 
humanity  does  mod  undoubtedly  require.

He  was  even  apprehen- 
five  ol  tiiofe  that  were  rnoff  juff  ar.d  expedient  ;  bccaufe  he 
was  fenfible  that  every  war  weakened  and  impoverlfm  d  a 
ffate,  even  amidft  a  feries  of  the  grcatcll  victories;  and  that 
whatever  the  advantages  might  be  at  the  commencement  of 
it,  there  never  was  any  certainty  of  terminating  it  without 
experiencing  the  rnoff  tragical  \iciffitudes  of  fortune.
